HE representatives from the locals 
had an instructive talk with Dr,

The privilege of voting for 
members of Parliament is a right 
of citizenship. Citizenship is not 
confined to men who are fit and 
willing to go into the trenches. 
Why then should women be de- 
nied citizenship status because 
they do not go into the trenches? 


lt would perhaps help to throw 
light upon the reeruiting situa- 
tion in Canada if it were known 


how many ciasses of men have 
been declared under embargo at 
the request of influential corpora- 
tions or interests. The following 
paragraph from the Montreal Star 
announces that au *‘additional’’ 
class has been placed under em- 
bargo, including telegraph oper- 
ators; thus indicating that there 
have been other classes, and that 
the new class includes men other 
than telegraphers. How many 
classes there are, and how many 
men they ‘‘tie up’’ from the — re- 
eruiting officer's standpoimt, are 
matters of public concern about 
which Parliament should seek in- 
formation. The qnestion has also 
a bearing on the efficiency of the 
National Service organization. It 
was supposed to be the purpose of 
this department to readjust labor 
so as to release men for military 
service, Telegraphy is a line of 
employment in which women are 
freely engaged, and ‘in’ which 
there would seem to be a large 
field for the readjusting activities 
of the National Service system, 
That telegraphers are barred from 
enlistment suggests that the class 
im which they are included prob- 
ably includes men in other oceu- 
pations for whieli women could 
also qualify, and in’ which the 
great railway or other influential 
interests are coneerned, If the 
question of reerditing is a legitim- 
ate one for public consideration 
the public are entitled to know 
what classes of the community the 
Government has declared immune 
from military responsibility. The 
paragraph from the Star follows? 

‘An additional class of men in 
**in Canada has been placed under 
‘‘embargo, so far as joining the 
‘‘overseas forces is concerned. 
‘This class includes telegraph op- 
‘‘erators. A shortage of operat- 
‘ors in the Dominion is the cause. 
‘Various reasons are assigned by 
‘the telegraph companies for this 
‘shortage. For one thing, of 
‘course, a number of employees 
‘of the cable telegraph companies 
‘enlisted early in the war, reduc- 
‘ing to that extent the number of 
‘available trained men. It is a 
‘fact also that even in normal 
‘times there is a shortage of oper- 
‘ators in this country, deficien- 
‘cies in the supply being filled by 
“what are commonly  ¢alled 
***boomers,’ operators from the 
‘United States who prefer a semi- 
‘nomadic existence to a settled 
‘life in any one city. At present 
‘none of these men are coming to 
Canada because the business ae- 
‘tivity and high wages in the Un- 
“ited States have taken up any 
‘surplus of operators that may 
‘have existed previously, The 
“companies not long ago made re- 
‘‘ presentations to the Government 
‘‘yegarding the enlistment of op- 
‘‘evators, and the new order was 
‘the result.”’ 


The clearings at the city banks 
last week amounted to $2,413,831, 
For the corresponding week last 
year the figure was $1,780,075. 
Last year at this time there were 
five or six battalions in training 
here for oversea service, and the 
amount of money circulating in 
the community was increased by 
Government payments for  sup- 
plies and by the spendings of the 
soldiers. With no battalions in 
training here now, the increase of 
nearly three-quarters of a million 
dollars in the week’s banking re- 
turns shows a really remarkable 
betterment in ordinary business. 


The formality of allowing the 
Mexican people to mark ballots 
and put them in boxes having 
been got along with, the real con- 
test between Carranza and Villa 
for the presidency of the country 
will now be resumed.

The Toronto News suggests that 
rural credit schemes are unneces- 
sary now ‘‘as legislation put 
“through Parliament by Sir 
““Thomas White enables farmers 
“*to borrow direct from their 
‘*banks on the security of their 
“*live stock.’’ It ‘‘enables’? the 
farmers to ‘‘borrow’’ all right, if 
they needed any enabling, provid- 
ed the banks will lend. But the 
farmers claim that the banks 
won't lend in keeping with the re- 
quirements of the situation, des- 
pite the permission to do so graci- 
ously extended them at the sug- 
gestion of the Minister of Finanee. 


Great storage elevators were 
built a year or so ago at Calgary 
and Saskatoon by the Dominion 
Government, under the represen: 
tation that they would be used as 
places in which the farmers could 
store grain until they were ready 
to sell. Some months ago the 
railway companies were allowed 
to declare an embargo on grain 
shipped anywhere ‘beyond these 
storage elevators, and the farmer 
was thereby prevented sending his 
grain either to eastern points or to 
the United States. The effect has 
been to tie up the griin which then 
remained in the farmer’s posses- 
sion, and to keep this grain, as 
well as that in the storage elevat- 
ors, Within reach of the milling in- 
terests at such prices as they 
night see fit to pay for it. Natur- 
ally the prices prevailing have 
been uniformly less than the farm- 
er could have got had he been al- 
lowed to ship to the United States ; 
while the consumers of flour and 
mill products have@not got the 
benefit of the discount imposed 
upon the farmer’s income, The 
Storage elevator has not been used 
as a means of facilitating the mar- 
keting of grain to the advantage 
of the farmer, but as an exeuse for 
shutting off the farmer’s freedom 
to ship and sell where she pleased 
and when he thought best.

UNCERTAIN ON

Other Staples Are Unchanged Say 


Wholesalers—Order Condi- 
tions Most Uncertain

In the phraseology of the weather 
forecasters’ the wholesale market in- 
dications are “no change.”’ The week 
has seen a steadiness mtaintained in 
practically every line and there seems 


no easing off in prospect for staples. 

The mercurial potato market has 
fluctuated somewhat the offering of 
the last day or so being sufficiently 
strong to swing the price back to the 
dollar mark. Local wholesalers are 
fairly well agreed that there is a good 
local supply of spuds but do not ven- 
ture an opinion as to the extent which 
eastern buyers are likely to encroach 
upon the storage pits, 

Labor and fuel questions in the east 
are reacting now upon western condi- 
tions. Orders are becoming more and 
more difficult to fill and local whole- 
sale houses are obliged to wait from 
three to five months for the receipt of 
goods purchased. It is asserted that 
foreign labor is being brought into 
eastern factories to cope with the 
situation. 

Glass and tin containers are becom- 
ing scarce to the point of extreme seri- 
ousness. The big manufacturers of 
tin cans in the U.S. will not contract 
for the year’s supply to any branch of 
the canning industry except the sal- ! 
inon packing concerns, it is asserted, 
and this condition is creating the 
greatest uncertainty in the placing of 
orders for autumn deliveries. 

The extent of the manufacture of 
tin cans may be appreciated by the 
figures from Edmonton alone. It is 
conservatively estimated that fully 
five millions of these tin cans are 
brought into the city annually, con- 
taining fruits, vegetables and kindred 
staples of diet. In Canada there are 
about 800 wholesale concerns, without 
taking into consideration the great 
number of stores and other firms 
which place orders direct, hence the 
demand for tin cans on the American 
continent alone must reach a stagger- 
ing total. .

THE PROPHET OF WAR 

Before the war Rovert Blatchford 
had an international reputation as the 
author of “Merrie England,” the most 
widely read socialist book ever writ- 
ten—a work -which has sold by mil- 
lions in Great Britain and America 
and has been translated into yarious 
European and Asiatic tongues. He had 
a lesser fame as the editor of The 
Clarion, the leading socialist paper 
of the British Empire. To clergymen 
of all faiths he was anathema as the 
author of “God and My Neighbor,” a 
book which has perhaps accomplish- 
ed more toward undermining religious 
faith among the British amasses than 
all other influences combined. To a 
lesser public Blatchford was known as 
“Nunquam,” a writer of clever tales 
and verses dealing with army life, a 
sort of lesser Kipling. In the upper 
circles of society he was celebrated as

THE INVENTOR OF THE SUB-

other revolution in naval warfare. 
The inventor of this craft was John 
J’. Holland, a native of Ireland, who 
was born in 1841 and died in 1914, 
within a week of the outbreak of the 
great war in which the terrible possi- 
bilities of his invention 
fully demonstrated. In his young 
Inanhood Holland was employed as a 
tecaher in the North Monastery at 
Cork, but at the age of twenty-seven 
he resigned his position and came to 
America, He settled first in Boston, 
where he was employed fer a brief 
period as a draughtsman by a civil 
engineering concern, Leaving Bos- 
ton, he took up his residence in Pater- 


son, where he w employed as a 
teacher in a parochial school, It was 
ut this period that the young Irish- 


man began to dream of a submarine 
boat. He was a Fenian in his sym- 
pathies at that time, and his idea was 
fo pertect a craft that should enable 
the Irish to sink the British navy and 
thus gain freedom for the Emerald 
Isle, His ardor in the eause gradu- 
ally cooled, but his belief in the sub- 
marine as a new factor in naval war- 
fare increased, and by 1896 he be- 
lieved that he had solved the prob- 
lem. He settled in Elizabeth in the 
autumn of that year, and at the Cres- 
cent shipyard began work on the boat 
which was to make his name immor- 
tal. Early in 1898 the boat was com- 
pleted and was christened the Holland 
No. 9. It was fifty-three feet in length, 
with a displacement of seventy-five 
tons, and was driven on the surface 
by a gasoline engine ef: fifty horse 
power, and, when submerged, by an 
electric motor, The test 1 
Patrick's Day in, 1898 was successful 
beyond the dreams of the inventor, 
the eraft remaining under the sur- 
face for thirty dminutes, Holland 
sought to induce the naval authorities 
to permit him to enter Santiago har- 
bor in his boat, with the object of 
torpedoing Cervera’s fleet, but his pro- 
posal was ridiculed. Two years later 
however, Uncle Sam bought the Hol- 
land No, 9 from its inventor for $150,- 
000. The boat remained in service 
until 1916, when it was sold and brok- 
en up as junk,
